The Vices of 
the prefent Age, tho’ perhaps applied co with clofer 

Affiduity from the new Vurn Induftry has Jately 

taken amongft us, are ftill the fame with thofe of 

former Ages, nor could tho'e impeccable Times, as 
they are fince fometimes reprefented, not withftand- 
ing efcape the fever eft Strokes of cotemporary Satife. 

Livy bas thrown the moft-curting Reflc€tions on the 

Age he lived in, ‘tho’ I’ beheve no one will deny, 

there- were much greater ‘Inftances of moral Dege- 

neracy in Rome'after ‘his Time than before it. 

«© This Confideration (faye he) was a ftrong Induce- 

ment to my undertaking the antient Hiftory of 

Rome, that, while my Mind jis totally engoged in 
repeating the paft Actions of our Anceftats, Ifthall 
be fure of relieving it from the Obfervation cf thofe 
Vices to which our Age hath been for Years accuf- 
tomed ; thus freed ftom every Solicitude, which tho’ 
not capable of byaffing the’ Writer’s Mind from 
Truth, may yet be fufficient to make it uncafy.” * 
Rome, it is certain, had feen her beft Days, and 
was then in her Decline; and fhould England too 
be allow’d at this time as far advinced in her Diffo- 
lution, it would be a Pofitton I fhould be unable, 
however willing, to conteft. The, greateft Virtues 
of all Nations have manifefted thimfelves in their 

Youth and Maturity; as they decline from thele, 

the Riches they have formerly with Pain acquircd, 

ferve only to infatuate, enervate, and deftroy ; to 
nourifh Pride, “Luxury and Excefs, the Indulgence 

‘of which is the grand Inlet to the whole Rout of

is fure of winning the good Graces of his Readers. 
But this is indeed a rare Talent, in which very few 
are found to fucceed; and therefore it cannot be 
furprizing, that many Effays of ‘this kind have 
given Ridicule very unfortunate and unexpeéted 
Objeéts, which the poor Eflayers never once dreamed 
could be them(elves, notwithftanding the fenfible 
Hints given them by their unwilling Bookfellers, 
When I tell you, Sir, that of all the Vices of this 
vicious Age, I propoft to confine myfelfto Murder, 
you will enquire the Purpofe of what I have been 
juft faying, and perhaps hope I am not going to je/? 
upon fo unfit a Subject. Indeed, you havé fome Rea- 
fon. But if you pleafe to hear me, I may perhaps

Hath Religion 
itfelf been a Laughing-Stock ?—~ Anfwer thefe in 
the Affirmative (if you can) and I'll confent Murder 
thal! not be a Joke.— 

But again, Sir ?>—Have the wife Legiflators of this 
Realm ever deemed peculiar Tortures to the Jur- 


| derer ? Is he feparated from the Catalogue of Cri- 


minals? Is not the dextrous Robber applauded by 
the Facetious — except they are the Robbed? And 
is not the undetected Adurderer likewife efteemed 
@ cunning Rogue, ox (if you pleafe) a Wit ?—If all 
this is incont’ble, prithee what Right have Men 
of Senfe to lay down Ru'es repugnant to the Wife 
com of the L re and evea tothe Tyrant Cuf- 
tom himfelf? Why thould Brit Writers, of all 
others, aff-& fuch an aukwaid Philanthrepy as not 
hear of Murder without a pretended Shudder, when, 
in their dramatical Performances, they theméelves 
fealt the Eyes of their admiring Audience with the 
moft dile&table Scenes of Butchery and Murder ? 

Having banifhed your Prejudices, (for 1 will noe 
fuppofe you abad Subjeé& nor too much addi€ted to 
Particularity) I am at Liberty to proceed as J think 
fit, and to make A/urder a Jett or any thing clfe, as 
the Humour may take me. Tho’ J fhall endeavour 
(as much as the natural Sprightline/s of my Subject 
will permit me) to maintain my wonted Gravity in 
the following Scheme to gratify, the favourite Vice 
in queftion, without putting the Sheriffs, Jailors, 
and Hangmen of every County to fuch unreatonable 
Expence and Trouble ; and with every poffible Ad- 
vantage to the general Race of Men. 

Many wiie Authors have confidered the Inatten- 
tion of Parents to the Tafte and Inclinations of their 
Children when young, as the Source from which all 
their Misfortunes have afterwards owed ; and which, 
the right Application of their Talents might have pre- 
vented. “There cannot be a more ufeful Maxim in- 
culcated amongft any People than this, and it is by 
an accurate Obfervation of it that I propofe to pre- 
vent the Danger of this Vice. I therefore res 
commend it cavncftly to all Parents, School-mafters 
and.others, who have the Management of young 
Children, to oblerve.nicely their Actions in general, 
from whence nothing can be more eafy than to dif-. 
cover their Tafte and Inclinations. Does one Boy, 
becaufe he is bigver aud ftronger, take Delight in 
beating and tormenting another? Does he make it 
his Diverfion to torture, hang, or otherwife demo- 
lith Cats and Dogs? Is he ravifhed with the Thoughts 
of going to fee Criminals executed? Is he deter- 
mined to gratify cvery Paffion, difregarding all Ob- 
ftacles whatever? “hefe, aod fuch like Symptoms, 
will foon evince the young Murderer, before he has 
gone too far in the Gratification of his favourite 
Vice, and it be impoflible to render him tolerably 
innocuous When weare, from frequent Obferva- 
tions of this Kind, fully convinced of the Ten- ° 
dency of fuch a Lad’s Inclinations, we jare next to 
confider of the moft rational Methods of preventing 
the bad Confequences which may enfue from fu 
vicious a Ta/fte. 

Methods muft needs vary according to the diffe- 
rent Stations of Life in which thefe young Murder- 
ers are fituated. _ If he be born to a great Eftate, & 
likcly never to be indebted to his Labour for a Sub- 
fiftence, the Example of Domitian muft be recom- 
mended to him, who ingenioufly found out a Me- 
thod of gratifying thi, Vice, to the utmott Satistaction 
of himielf and Emolument of his Subjeéts, by clear- 
ing Rome of more Flies by his fingle Bodkin than all 
the Fly-Traps put together. But as it ‘cannot be 
(uppoted he will be fatisfied without fome Variety, 
[wauld alfo recommend Hunting in general, but 
more efpecially Fox-hunting ; where, befides the 
Chance she has of killing Horfes, Dogs and Foxes, 
he will have a fine Opportunity of breaking his own 
Neck ; by which he will lay his Country under the 
greateft Obligation it is poffible for him to conier. 
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For thofe in a middle Station of Life, when they 
have had a tolerable Education, what can be more 
agreeable, or better adapted, than the fevefal Pro- 
feffions af Phyfician, Surgeon, or Apothecary ?— 
For the lower Clafs I have referved the honorable 
Profeffion of a Butcher, which, as it is a very ¢x- 
tenfive and neceflary Bufinefs, will keep a vatt 
Number of Murderers in a conftant and innocent 
Employment. 

I am the more convinced of the Mifapplication of, 
Talents in young Lads, from many Examples in 
this laft Bufinefs, feveral of whom I have obferved 
to be very humane tender-hearted Men, who never 
go wbout their Bufinefs without fome Compunction. 
In the other Profeffions indeed, Examples of this 
kind are not fo frequent. Now, according to this 
Scheme, we fhould never have any Butchers, but 
fuch as would take the greateft Delight imaginable 
in their own Bufinefs, and there would be no fuch 
thing in Being as an idle Butcher, of which at pre- 
fent every body knows there are great Numbers,— 
What a fine Scene is here for a Murderer ! He may 
knock down, cut Throats from Ear to Ear, flahh, 
mangle, and excoriate, to the higheft Gratitication 
of his own Appetites, and the no fmall Advantage 
of his Country ! 

I forefee, Obje&tions will be raifed to their being 
admitted into the Profeffions of a Phyfician, Surgeon, 
or Apothecary ; for as they will then have an Op- 
portunity of murdering without being difcovered, 
the Race of Men may in time be extinguifhed by 
them. But I am in Hopes this Objection is not too 
ftrong to be taken off. Firft then, as they will be 
obliged to their Profeffion for a Livelihood, it will 
not be their Intereft to leflen the Number of their 
Patients, as they will then have lefs Bufinefs to do, 
Jn the next Place, they will have fo many Opportu- 
nities of murdering for Hire, in Cafes of Heirs to 
large Eftates which are in Poffeffion of crofs old 
Fathers, Uncles, &c. that it would not be worth 
their while. Lafthy, The Faculty, as if they bad 
feen a Neceffity of an innocent Gratification of 
their Paffions, have tong made it an eftablifhed Cuf- 
tom, to mangle dead Bodies, for the Benefit, no 
Doubt, of the Living. 

I have in Store (what I had atmoft forgot) other 
Profeffions for the loweft Order of Murderers. A 
Keeper of a private Madhoufe, a Jailor, a fack 
Katich! What an extenfive Scene of Murder! It 
will take up at leaft 20,000 ftout and effective Bra- 
voes, and keep them in conftant Pay. If you can 
doubt this after contidering the vaft Numbers of Jails 
and Madhoufes, I fhal! believe you not the moft 
unfit Perfon in the World to vifit the laft. Heavens 
forbid however fo horrible a Punifhment for Incre- 
dulity ! tho’ greater Faults, fuch as Jealoufy ina 
Husband, the Poffeffion of an Eftate, &c. which are 
too intollerable to be put up with, may and ought to 
fuffer this Torment. 

I once thought of fending our ready-grown Mur- 
derers to Holland, to be tranfported to the Dutch 
Settlements in the Ea/t-/ndies, where, according 
to the beft Accounts | can learn, Murderers live 
and maintain themfelves and Families in great Afflu- 
ence and Efteem. But, recolleéting they grow fat 
with Englifh Blood, and become enriched by Spoils 
the Lofs of which might ruin our greateft trading 
Company, [ have thought better of it, and have 
accurdingly appointed them the feveral Profeffions 
at home, as mentioned in the laft Paragraph. I fell 
the readier into this Expedient, being affured, there 
was no Call for any Supply of this fort at New Ba- 
tavia, for that there were very few but Murderers 
there ; and confequently, more than fufficient to 
anfwer every murderous Purpofe human Wit can de- 
vile this fide H—I). 

Whea we come to examine the bad Effeéts this 
Mifapplication of Talents may have in different 
Occupations, we fhall {till perceive more of it’s bad 
Efe&ts. Had all the Conquerors and Tyrants of 
old, who have fet the whole World in Flames, who 
have overturned Empires and Kingdoms, (even Afex- 
ander himfelf) applied their Talents according 
to the Defign of Nature, they would have been as 
ufeful Subjects of a Community as one could poffibly 
defire, Our William the Conqueror, would have 
made 2 much better Keeper of Newgate than Mr. 
Ackerman. Oliver Cromwell would have been a 
moft excellent Turnkey under him, as all (who know 
how dexiroully he docked up Fairfax’s Underftanding, 


Honor and Confcience) muft admit: Nor, can lf 


(throughout ali my Reading) find out a compleater 
Jack Ketch than he would have made, after we have 
excepted Archbifhop ***. As to Alexander, if 
he had been bred up a Butcher, he would have been 
no doubt a moft ufeful Man. Are his Paffions raifed 
to the higheft Pitch? Will nothing but Murder 


and Deftruétion fatisfy him ? Behold an Ox, a Calf, [

For in all Arts and 
Scienées, mothing was ever known. to arriye at the 
highelE Degree of |Perfectipn, unlefs Indlination, 
Genius and Profit coincided in the Profeflor. 

From all thefe Precepts I am convinced my 
Scheme, tho’ not infallible, muft at leaft feem 
reafonable and well founded ; and'l have the Vanity 
to think if it is clofely followed, many great Ad- 
vantages may accrue from it to Society. 





LONDON. 

We are informed by a Correfpondent in France, 
that Murderers in that Country for the future, are 
to be hang’d up in Chains bare headed for two Days, 
and allowed only Bread and Water ; on the third 
Day, after the Executioner has choped off the Hand 
with which the Murder was committed, they are 
to receive the Coup de Grace, to be hanged by the 
Neck till they are quite dead, and their Bodies to 
remain in Chains, and whoever evef attempts to 
cut them down, are to be confined to the Galleys 
for Life. 

We hear that a Perfon now in Cuftody, an Ap- 
prentice to a Wine Cooper in this City, has given 
Information of four others of the fame Trade, as be- 
ing the Perfons that robb’d and murder’d Mr. Cary, 
the Higgler of Epping, laft Wednefday. 7- Night, 
on his Return from Leadenhall Market, and. wound- 
ed thofe who were witb him. 

Next Lent Affizes the Man who attempted to 
murder the late Sir George Downing, Bart. and 
who has been imprifoned nine Years according to 
his fentence, is to be difcharged. 

We are informed there will be no State Lottery 
this Year ; but there is a Lortery talked of which 1s 
to raife a confiderable Sum of Money, and will be 
applied towards difcharging the feveral poor miferable 
Creatures, who now lie in the feveral Goals, for 
fmall Debts, Fees, &c. and their Creditors are to 
be paid half their Debts on their Difcharge; which 
re ckoned as more national Concern than the-cha- 
ritable Corporation, or even the Weftminfter Bridge 
Lotteries were, as fo many idle and Burthenfome 
Objeéts may by thefe Means become ufeful Members 
to the Community, and their Creditors better fatis- 
fied than they ever expected, 

Thurfday was held at the South-fea-houfe a Ge- 
neral Court of that Company, when a Dividend of 
Two per Cent. for the Half Year’s Intereft due at 
Chriftmas laft, was declared payable the 14th of 
February next.
